1. For purposes of this chapter, an individual who
holds a practitioner®s license Issued under chapter
272 and who is employed in a nonadministrative
position by the department of human services at the
lowa juvenile home shall be considered a teacher if
the individual and the lowa juvenile home meet the
requirements of this chapter. |If the lowa juvenile
home and a practitioner employed at the lowa juvenile
home are determined by the department to meet the
requirements of this chapter, the department shall
annually distribute funds to the lowa juvenile home in
the manner prescribed for school districts pursuant to
section 284.13.

2. The area education agency in which the lowa
juvenile home is located shall work with_ the lowa
jJuvenile home to develop a plan for meetln% the
requirements of this chapter, which shall be submitted
to the department of education, the department of
human services, and the general assembly by January
14, 2008. This subsection is repealed July 1, 2008.>>
